BYU physicist Steve Jones brought 
more details of their cold fusion re- 
search before an international con- 
ference of scientist in Sicily 
Wednesday, but many scientists re- 
portedly remained skeptical. 

Several of the 100 scientists, gath- 
ered from around the world at the 
Kttore Majorana Center for Scien- 
tifie Culture, contended that even if 
fusion had been achieved, there 
was still no guarantee that it 
would readily provide a new en- 
ergy source, according to the As- 
sociated Press. 

Jones, who has chosen to maintain 
a low profile since news of the room 
temperature cold fusion findings broke 


jail for investigation of extortion. 

Percy was taken to the jail in Boun- 
tiful on Tuesday for investigation of 
aggravated arson, said Wade Way- 
ment, a detective with the Salt Lake 
City Police. 

A suspect was arrested after a 
briefcase containing nearly $1,000 
was delivered to him as had been out- 
lined in a phone call received by stock 
promoter Mike Strand, said Way- 
ment. 

“Due to surveillance of the ex- 
change scene, another suspect was 
observed and arrested,” he said. 

The arrests followed more than 
three months of anonymous demands 
and threats against Strand and his 
family. 

Strand received phone calls from 
reputed mobsters in Chicago, a plas- 
tic fish wrapped in paper sent from 
Las Vegas a la “The Godfather,” and 
numerous letters demanding $35,000, 
according to police reports. 

‘One letter purported to be from the 
“Casa Nostra,” a misspelling of the 
crime organization “Cosa Nostra.” 

Last month a Molotov cocktail, a 
gasoline-filled container with a wick, 
was thrown through the basement 
window of Strand’s Bountiful home. 
No one was injured. 

According to Strand, Percy lost 
$25,000 buying stock in Global Gold & 
Mining Co. 

Strand acknowledged promoting 
the company’s stock for Global, but 
said he was not involved in the man- 
agement of the company.

Resurfacing 
to bedone 
by October

Construction along University Av- 
enue that is scheduled to last until 
September or October began 
| Wednesday, according to a Utah De- 
| partment of Transportation public in- 
formation offical. 

Kevin Beckstrom said the resurfac- 
| ing along University Avenue began 
with a “kick-off ceremony” between 
at and 500 South at 9 a.m. Wednes- 

ay. 

Beckstrom said the construction 
project will go, down about 30 inches 
to completely remove the old surface 
| of University Avenue between 800 
_- South and 800 North and replace it 
with a concrete surface. While the 
surface is removed, UDOT will syn- 
| chronize traffic signals along Univer- 
sity Avenue and Provo City will re- 
place old water lines under the road. 

He said the project will begin at the 
south end of the Avenue and move 
block-by-block, keeping four blocks of 
University Avenue under construc- 
tion at a time. However, Beckstrom 
said, construction will not exceed 30 
days on one block.

The Minimum Wage Restoration 
Act, sponsored by Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, D-Mass., that would in- 
crease the minimum wage to $4.55 
per hour with a 60-day “training 
wage,” was passed by the Senate 
Tuesday.

The approved bill includes an 
amendment that would allow for an 
accumulative training period within 
the 60-day time frame, said National 
Labor Committee spokeswoman 
Robin Buckley. 

The 60-day training wage would re- 
quire employers to pay 80 percent of 
the minimum wage for 60 days, said 
Buckley. ‘ 

“Under the amendment, a person 
could work at McDonald’s for 30 days, 
quit, and work for Burger King for 30 
days, and then quit again and go to 
Wendy’s and lawfully be due the full 
minimum wage,” said Buckley. 

Hatch, an opponent of the 
Democrats’ bill, said, “Entry-level 
jobs are lost when the minimum wage 
is increased and the unskilled, inexpe- 
rienced and frequently disadvan- 
taged workers rarely benefit, if not 
actually hurt, by increases in the min- 
imum wage.” 

Hatch also feels employers may cut 
entry levels jobs because of increased 
costs due to minimum wage hikes. 

Kennedy said, “Opponents predict 
job losses, but I point to the six times 
the economists have predicted higher 
unemployment if the minimum was 
increased and six times the nation has 
prospered. ... 

Kennedy said his bill will pass even 
if it means a vote overriding a veto by 
Bush. 

Smith, however, predicts the presi- 
dent will veto the bill next week. 

“He (Kennedy) thinks that he has 
the necessary votes to override a 
veto, but he doesn’t, and there will 
have to be amendments made in the 
wage and the training amendment to 
bring the two sides to a compromise,” 
said Smith.

became known. The first $100,000 spent on Fleis- 
chman’s and Pons’ experiments came out-of the 
scientists’ own pockets, he said. 

“So far no private funds have been accepted, but 
we are putting together a comprised science and 
engineering fusion program which would draw 
from both private and federal sources,” said Bro- 
phy, who said the implementation of the program 
was only a matter of weeks. 

If granted, requests to the Department of En- 
ergy and the Office of Naval Research would add a 
combined $700,000 to the fusion research fund al- 
ready next month. The $5 million appropriated in a 
special legislative session last week might make up 
part of the funds for the center, he said. 

There are currently no plans of expanding BYU’s 
cold nuclear fusion research, which has been funded 
adequately for years by the DOE, said BYU 
spokesman Paul Richards. 

“This current fever for funding is understand- 
able, but we don’t see the product (cold fusion en- 
ergy) as coming tomorrow,” said Richards, who 
said BYU would continue to take a conventional 
scientific approach to its fusion research. 

Richards said BYU had received some good sup- 
port from prominent financiers and industrialists, 
but decisions on whether to accept those offers 
would be postponed until the scientific world had 
had time to review the results of the experiments.

Dove, who operated 10 Dove’s Happy Service Markets in Utah, surren- 
dered to the Utah County Attorney’s office Wednesday in keeping with an

Dove appeared before Judge John C. Backlund, who appointed a public 
defender and released him on his own recognizance with orders to discuss the 
indictment with counsel and return on April 24 for a continuation of the 
hearing. 

Madsen said the judge appointed counsel for Dove, now of Logandale, Nev., 
after he said he was without means to obtain his own attorney.

‘MATAMOROS, Mexico — Members of a voodoo cult of drug smugglers, 
arrested for at least 12 ritual slayings including that ofa U.S. college student, 
said they sacrificed their victims to gain demonic protection from police. 

Police dug for two more bodies Wednesday at the ranch where they found 
the 12 mutilated bodies and were seeking a Cuban they believe led the cult. 

“We killed them for protection,” Elio Hernandez Rivera, 22, of Matamoros, 
told reporters Wednesday. He said at anews conference that he shot and killed 
one victim and decapitated another. 

“Very clearly they believed the human sacrifices and the animal sacrifices 
put a magical shield around them that protected them from evil or harm, even 
up.to bullets,” said Texas Attorney General Jim Mattox. 3

Rough weather breaks up Alaskan spill 


VALDEZ, Alaska — Aerial surveys showed “significantly less oil visible 
onthe water” after two days of high winds and rough seas broke up much of the 


Exxon Valdez oil spill, the Coast Guard said Wednesday. 
Off the coast outside Prince William Sound, where the tanker ran aground 
on Bligh Reef and lost more than 10 million gallons, observation flights found 
little more than patches of light sheen and spots of thick crude mousse, said 
Coast Guard spokesman Brad Smith.

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OMBUDSMAN : 
At one time or another, we have all 


had the disheartening experience of - 


urchasing a product or a seryice that 
did not live up to our expectations. 
When this happens we can do one of 
two things: kick ourselves or take 
action to correct the problem. 

The Ombudsman office (Room 437 
ELWC) is a place students can seek 
help with consumer, legal or housing 
problems. It hears complaints from 
the student community, miscella- 
neous community and suggestions 
for improved customer relations. 

When a customer is dissatisfied 
with a product or service, the first 
step in solving the problem involves 
contacting the company that sold the 
product or rendered the service. You 
can explain the reasons for your dis- 
satisfaction in person and try to re- 
solve the problem quickly and effi- 
ciently. 

If you are not satisfied with the 
response that you receive from the 


representative, the next step you can , 


take is writing a letter to the presi- 
dent of the company. The letter 
should be typed in standard business 
format, briefly stating your com- 
plaint and indicating the response 
you anticipate from the company. In- 
clude in your letter copies of docu- 
ments that support your case or any 
other relevant information. To find 
the name of the president, either 
phone a local branch of the company, 
or look in the Standard and Poor's 
Register of Corporations. This can be 
found at the local library and includes 


\y 
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listings of more than 37,000 executive 
offices. 

If you are not satisfied with the 
company’s response, or receive no re- 
sponse at all to your letter, then you 
can go to a third party for assistance. 
The following organizations are set up 
to arbitrate disputes between the 
consumer and businesses: The Better 
Business Bureau isa private, non- 
profit-erganization supported by the 
business community to promote 
ethics and consumer satisfaction in 
the marketplace. There are several 
pamphlets in the Ombudsman’s office 
containing more information about 
this organization and how it can help 
the consumer. You can contact them’ 
statewide by calling 1-800-662-7182 or 
locally at 377-2611. Another similar 
organization, Action Lines, serves as 
a mediator in disputes and uses the 
media to help resolve conflicts. You 
can find out more information about 
Action Lines and their local chapter 
by calling the Call For Action Center 
at 212-355-5965. 

If all else fails, small claims court is 
another alternative that can be uti- 
lized. 

Other types of legal counsel are 
available from Utah County Legal 
Services and the Utah chapter for the 
Bar Association. The Utah County 
Legal Services offers one half hour of 
free legal services for those finan- 
cially unable to pay an attorney. They 
can be reached at 374-6766. The other 
option, finding a private lawyer to 
represent you, can be done through 
the Utah chapter of the Bar Associa- 
tion. They can be reached at 531-9025.

said. Golightly said one thing that is 
considered when deciding which 
plays will be accepted into the work- 
shop is whether they have promise — 
“a new approach to old and new 
ideas,” he said. 

After the scripts have been se- 
lected, directors and actors are cho- 
sen. The entire process is done to sim- 
ulate a professional theater 
atmosphere. 

Thomas Rogers, BYU professor of 
Germanic and. Slavic languages, 
wrote one of the plays being pre- 
sented by the workshop on April 12- 
14. His play, “Gentle Barbarian,” is 
based on the life of the 19th century 
author, Ivan Turgenev. 

Rogers said the appealing aspect of 
adapting Turgenuv’s life into a play 
was his descriptions of unrequited 
love and his depiction of life. He said 
he wanted to show sympathetic dis- 
parity between ideals and behavior. 

The play explores the relationships 
in life, specifically among the aristo- 
cratic, and the consequences of 
promiscuity and the double standard 
often found among such people. 

Rogers said the main character ul- 
timately ends with a poignant, tragic 
fate because of his relationships. 

On a smaller scale, the play ex- 
plores the role of art as a way to es- 
cape life or compensate for life, he 
said. 

Rogers has written plays before 
that have been scrutinized in the 
workshop, but he said no other play 
flowed as much as this one did while 


| he was writing it. He wrote the first 


draft of the play in 48 hours while ina 
hotel room. 


He said the PDA workshop allows 
for the directors, actors and play- 
writes to be on a horizontal level with 
one another, “It is stimulating for the 
creative process not to be a dictative 
one,” he said. 

He said this year was the most 
fruitful and satisfying experience he 
has ever had with the workshop. 

Rogers said he feels it is really im- 
portant to try and write out of the 
emotional pit of feelings. “You have to 
go with feelings to hold the audience’s 
interest,” he said. 

At the end of the semester, and the 
workshop, the plays are presented in 
astage reading. Afterward, the audi- 
ence is petitioned to criticize and com- 
ment on each play. 

Rogers said he feels it is very en- 
lightening to listen to what the audi- 
ence has to say. 

Wendy Mabee, 23, a senior major- 
ing in theater from Bend, Ore.,is di- 
recting one of the plays. The play, 
“Cubits,” was written by Rory Scan- 
lan, a theater department faculty 
member. 

Mabee said the play is about how 
people measure happiness through 
life. It deals with an older man who 
comes to live with his daughter and 
son-in-law. 

She said in the direction process 
she was striving for a play that flowed 
well, where the audience could inden- 
tify with the characters. “I wanted 
something that would immediately 
grab the audience — one with a moral 
message,” she said. 

The third play accepted to the 
workshop is “Es War Einmal.” It is

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Congress reconsiders 
cable TV regulations

Congress began to examine 
Wednesday whether the cable TV in- 
dustries should be returned to gov- 
ernment regulation. 

Since the Congress passed the 1984 
Cable Act, which in essence removed 
all regulatory oversight, basic cable 
service prices have risen sharply. 
Critics complain cable TV is becoming 
too expensive for low income people. 

According to Sen. Howard M. Met- 
zenbaum, D-Ohio, one of the critics, 
the basic cable rates have risen 32 
percent nationally since deregulation, 
and consumers are being overcharged 
billions of dollars by cable monop- 
olies. 

Metzenbaum, who chaired the 
Wednesday hearing of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Subcommittee on Monopoly, 
said, “The price consumers pay for 
cable service increased higher than 
any other commodity or service in the 
entire United States. Consumers are 
complaining loudly about both rates 
and service.” 

The lack of competition in cable TV 
means there is no mechanism capable 
of putting downward pressure on ca- 
ble rates; therefore, Metzenbaum 
said he proposed a bill which would 
allow the communities to regulate the 
cable rates to create some competi- 
tion. 

Nancy Coffey, press secretary to 
Metzenbaum, said, “Cable is a lifeline 
to people. They depend on it for infor- 
mation, for education and for contact- 
ing outside of the world.” Only 32 of 
more than 8,000 cable systems have 
any direct competition. 

Bill Johnson, deputy of Mass Media 
Bureau and chief of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, said if the 
rates are reduced, the quality of ser- 
vice will decrease. “I think, at this 
point in time, that the public is not 
happy with the rates” but is well sat- 
isfied with the quality of the program- 
ming. 

However, he said the government 
should control cable TV rates to avoid 
monopolies. The government did not 
regulate cable TV rates in 1984 be- 
cause cable characterized itself as a 
infant industry, but it has now grown 
into a multibillion-dollar industry, he 
said. 

Metzenbaum said, “It is clear that 
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something has got to be done about 
the industry.” 

According to John Bennett, press 
secretary of Sen. Orrin Hatch, R- 
Utah, Metzenbaum has not discussed 
his proposed bill with Sen. Hatch, so 
he does not know exactly what the 
senator’s feelings are. However, Ben- 
nett said he thinks Hatch will oppose 
the bill. 

Bennett said new developments, 
such as a technology that will allow 
telephone companies to deliver cable 
TV services, might create competi- 
tion and influence the prices the cable 
TV industries charge. 


Utahns took part in pro-choice rally

Utah’s chapter of the National Or- 
ganization for Women (NOW) dis- 
cussed the group’s participation at 
the March for Women’s Equality in 
Washington D.C. at a’ meeting 
Wednesday, said a member of NOW. 

“Tots of people donated money to 
help us go to represent Utah,” said 
Lucy Malin, a member of NOW in 
Utah who attend the march. 

“Most people think it was just a 
demonstration for abortion, but it 
wasn’t just about abortion it was 
about women’s rights,” said Mary B. 
Oakley, another member of NOW. 

Other issues addressed at the 
Washington D.C. march for women’s 
rights were the equal rights amend- 
ment, child care and safe, legal, acces- 
sible, effective forms of contracep- 
tion, said Oakley. 








Another issue of concern discussed 
at the march, was the topic of sex 
education. “There is a need for ade- 
quate and non-judgmental sex educa- 
tion. People teach that sex is bad ... 
but it is a natural thing,” said Oakley. 

There are were over 30 Utah 
women who attended the women’s 
rights rally on Sunday, said Char 
Roth, action coordinator for NOW in 
Utah. 

“We've lobbied Wayne Owens, and 
I think he’s open to listening to us. If 
he saw letters coming from his dis- 
trict, it might make a difference,” said 
Roth. 

Oakley said women in NOW feel 
anti-abortionists are more vocal than 
pro-choice groups: “If people would 
be willing to spend 50 cents a week, $2 
a month to call their senators and con- 
gressmen and voice their opinions ... 
it would make a big difference.”
